Please make claim 9 dependent from claim 7. 

In the correspondence dated July 8, 2005, claim 9 was held as not further limiting 
of claim 8. (In actuality, claim 8 also lacked antecedent basis for the limitations of claim 
9 and, hence, a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph would also have been 
merited. Claim 7, on the other hand, does provide antecedent basis for the mention of a 
salt of an organic acid whereas the same is not true of claim 8. Accordingly, claim 9 
has been amended to depend from claim 7. 

Claim 3 has been amended to specify that the arylamino alcohols of both "EO" 
and TO" are contemplated. Though not expressly defined by the Specification, these 
abbreviations are taken to refer to ethylen oxide and propylene oxide respectively and 
so the alcohols are the reaction products of an arylamine amine and either of ethylen- or 
propylene oxide. Applicant had confirmed that the Examiner's assumptions were valid 
in an informal telephone interview.
